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1. GERMAN DEL STATES HE HAS RECEIVED FROM UKDEL A LETTER 
DATED JAN 15 (BUT NOT SO FAR PLACED ON COCOM RECORD) SAYING 
UK AUTHORITIES ARE NOT IN A POSITION TO GIVE FAVORABLE VIEWS 
ON THIS CASE. THEY ARE CONCERNED THAT THE EXPORT, IF APPROVED, 
WOULD BE LIKELY TO LEAD TO PLACING IMPORTANT TECHNOLOGY IN 
SOVIET HANDS. SOVIETS COULD WORK OUT CIRCUIT DIAGRAMS, 
FUNCTIONAL DIAGRAMS AND PERFORMANCE DATA ON BASIS OF DATA 
SHEETS, WHICH THEY COULD EASILY OBTAIN. UK AUTHORITIES BELIEVE 
USSR HAS STRONG INTEREST IN COPYING WESTERN TECHNOLOGY, AND 
THEY DOUBT THAT FOLLOW-UP ORDERS MENTIONED IN REQUEST WOULD 
BE FORTHCOMING. THEY WOULD BE HAPPY, HOWEVER, TO EXAMINE ANY 
COMMENTS GERMAN AUTHORITIES MAY WISH TO MAKE IN RESPONSE TO
